TERRIBLE 


MANY NARROWLY ESCAPE DEATH IN THE 
RAGING HOLOCAUST 


NELSON, B.C., July 23rd.— With 
much of the vegetation in the woods 
as dry as tinder, forest fires spread 
at an alarming rate on Saturday 
and Sunday. ‘In two cases, on 
Sproule creek and in the Trail dis- 
trict, men fighting the fires were 
Caught in tight corners. and had 
narrow escapes from perishing in the 
flames. In the Trail district the 
fire, which jumped the Columbia 
river on Sunday and menaced — the 
ity of Trail, setting some houses 
ablaze, ran at the rate of two miles 
an hour. Winds all through the dis- 
trict fanned the flames, and virtual- 
ly every fire tonight is reported tn 
have got out of Hand. Only rain can 
stop them. There has heen none 
since June 24th. 


" A NARROW ESCAPE 


Doukhobors who were employed as 
lire fighters in the Trail district 
were surrounded by fire and had, dif- 
ficulty in getting out. At Sproule 
Creek a number of men were caught 
in much the: same way and had to 
wait until night before they could 
make their way back to safety. So 
rapidly did the Sproule Creek fire 
sPread that the crew had to give up 
any more hope of preventing the out- 
break from spreading up the moun- 
tains and was compelled to direct 
its own whole efforts to keeping the 
flames from creeping downwanl © to- 
ward Kootenay river. Great vol- 
unes of smoke appeared in the sky 
like clouds tinted by the red flames 
below.

Synopsis of Canadian North- 
West Land Regulations, 


The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Vominion land in Manitova, sask- 
tchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at tne Vom- 
iniun Lands Agency or Sado-Agency 
for the District. kutry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion | ands 
Agency (but oot Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and oultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least &U acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
ouse is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the viciaity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-section alung-side his hume- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres ex- 
ra cultivation. Pre-eniption patent 
may be obtained as svon as home- 
stead patent, on certain conditions, 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. = Duties—Must 
reside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 acres and erect 
au house worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, serub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may be 
substituted for cultivation under cer- 
tain conditions.

DREAMS TRACED TO MEMORY 


Scientific Explanation for What Is Re- 
ferred to as Phenomena 
Now Accepted. 


Almost all scientific observers agree 
that the materials of which dreams 
are made are memories of past oex- 
periences of the individual. Curious- 
ly enough, the n.emories that occur 
most frequently are those of the 
previous day and those of early 
childhood. The former class are to be 
found in every dream, and are proba- 
bly an essential condition to its forma- 
tion; the latter (recollections of 
childhood) seem to be of even great- 
er importance, since they contribute 
much to the hidden meaning of the 
dream. 

In many cases where the incidents 
of a dream seem to be entirely unfa- 
miliar it has been shown by care- 
ful investigation that they correspond 
to actually experienced events that 
have escaped the memory of the wak- 
ing self. Delboeuf records an in- 
teresting example of this. In 1862 he 
dreamed that he found two lizards 
in the snow. He took them up, warm- 
ed them, and placed them in a hole 
in a wall, together with a small fern, 
which he knew they Hked to eat. The 
name of the fern seemed in his dreams 
to be Asplenium ruta muralis. Later 
on In his dream he saw two other liz- 
ards come and eat the remains of the 
fern, and then a whole host of lizards 
coming to the wall in a long proces- 
sion which covered the entire street. 
On waking he could not remember 
‘ever to have heard the name of the 
fern in his dream, although he discov- 
ered that a fern called Asplenium ruta 
muraria really existed. Sixteen years 
later, however, he happened to be 
turning over the pages of a friend's 
album of dried flowers, and to his 
surprise came across the very fern, 
with the Latin name written under. 
neath in his own handwriting. He 
then remembered that in 1860, two 
years before the dream, he had met 
the sister of this friend, and to please 
her had written the Latin names un- 
der the various plants in her album 
at the dictation of a botanist. 

Fifteen years after the dream hoe 
also discoveréd the source of the liz- 
ard procession in an old illustrated 
paper, dated 1861, which as a regular 
subscriber he must have seen. _ In- 
numerable cases of a similar nature 
are on record, and go to show how re- 
markably heightened the memory may 
be in dreams. They also warn us not 
too rashly to believe that incidents in 
a dream which seem entirely new are 
really so. 


Showing Earth’s Formation. 

Roring for oil affords an opportuntl- 
ty to gather a rather intimate knowl- 
edge of the interior of the earth, as 
just developed in Pennsylvania, where 
a bore has reached a depth of 4,600 
feet, and will be driven fully 900 
feet farther. At 4,140 feet a fine grade 
of 1ubricating ofl was found, in 20 feet 
of sand. The oil was good, but not in 
great quantities. It is of a grade 
worth about $6 a barrel. From 4,460 
to 4,190 the men drilled through hard 
salt, and just below that they found 
more oil, but in small quantities. Now

Ottawa, July 17.-At midnight, on 
a vote of 82 to G2, a government 
majority of twenty, the’ resolution 
praying the imperial authorities to 
extend the life of parliament — for 
another year, or until October 7th, 
1918, was adopted after a spirited 
debate in the communs. The resolu- 
tion received the support of six Lib- 
eral members while six government 
supporters from Quebec voted 
ugalmst it. The Liberals who voted 
ngainst an election were Dr. Michael 
Clark, Red Deer; | ugh Guthrie, 
South Wellington ; Dr. Levi Thomp- 
son, Qu'Appelle; Rovert Cruise, Dau- 
phin; A. Champagne, North Battle- 
ford, and J. CG. Turriff, Assiniboia. 

The bolters on the government side 
were the following six members, all 
representing Quebee constituencies : 
Messrs. Patenaude, Girard, Desecar- 
ries, Barrette, Bellemare and Dr. 
Paquet. 


Amendn:ent Defeated 


Earlier in the evening the house 
‘rejected by a majority of seventeen, 
an amendment moved by Hon. Geo. 
P. Graham calling for a  postpone- 
ment of consideration of the exten- 
sion proposal until steps had been 
taken to make provision for the tax- 
ation of those best able to pay, and 
also to provide that ‘‘Industrial, 
transportation and natural resources 
of Canada will be organized so as 
to ensure the greatest possible as- 
sistance to the empire and the war, 
and reduce the cost of living to the 
Canadian people.”’ 

When this division, which resulted 
in a vote of 78 to Gl, was taken, 
Dr. Michael Clark and A. Cham- 
pagne were the only Iaberals to op- 
pose it. Three government aupport- 
ers, Messrs. Barrette, Bellemare and. 
Dr. Paquet, voted for the amend- 
ment. 

Mean Election 


The divisions are interpreted as 
meaning that an election is certain 
because Sir) Robert Borden, in in- 
troducing the resolution, intimated 
tkat in the event of serious opposi- 
tion in the house, the Imperial par- 
liament would not be asked to deal 
with it. The government leader 
thought it desirable that the ener- 
gies of the people should not be 
diverted from the business of — the 
war by ageneral election. He  de- 
clared that the reasons agaist an 
election were just as patent today as 
they were a year ago. 

The prime minister said he would 
still like to see formed a fair union 
of both political parties to carry .on 
the government until the end of the 
war. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier did not speak 
until the evening sitting, the amend- 
ment moved by Mr. Graham and the 
discussion thereon intervening. He 
said that conditions had changed in 
the past; that many things then 
unknown had come to light and that 
in view of what had occured in con- 
nection with the introduction of the 
conscription bill, the leader of the 
government must have known when 
he introduced the resolution that he 
could not expect his support for it.

Remove skins 
from the sausages and mix them with 
the egg yolks. Spread over the beef- 
steak, roll up and die. Cover with a 
greased paper and put in a pan with 
some dripping. Roust in the oven, 
basting well, for about an hour and 
a half. Serve on a hot dish with 
brown gravy or tomato sauce around. 


RUSSIA AND THE WAR 


A Lesson In Economics—The Value 
of Our Industries 


One result of the war in Russia is 
that wages remain low and that Rus- 
sian commerce is now like a broken 
machine, becaus@ imports have largely 
ceased. With great financial resources 
she is impotent—because she has no 
industries! Canada has industries that 
supply her internal needs, and can 
export if need be, and Canada has no 
vodka problem to solve. Does not the 
thought strike one that home indus- 
tries-are a source of infinite strength 
to any nation? With all her resourc- 
es, Russia could not make her bind- 
ers, boots or clothing. In a thousand 
ways the individual Russian to-day 
feels the lack of imported goods—and 
he has no source of home manufac- 
ture. The lack of implements, bind- 
er twine, etc., has hampered Russian 
agriculture; the lack of munitions 
and equipment has hampered Russian 
military operations, Yet in Canada 
there exist individuals ‘who decry the 
making of goods in Canada, who sneer 
at the policy of buying goods made at 
home. They talk of the exploitation 
of the consumer, but evade the whole 
idea of the importance to a nation 
of its industries, the economic benefit 
that comes from exporting goods, not 
Importing them. In Canada we want- 
ed to take a short cut to wealth. We 
Jaid out sub-divisions instead of builld- 
ing factories; we operated in land 
deals instead of raising industrial 
centers; we borrowed foreign money 
instead of keeping our own wealth at 
home. What inoney we had we divert- 
ed to other nations by buying goods 
that we could have produced our: 
ipelves. We were riding for a fall, 
| but surely the war will teach us that 
strength Hes within ourselves. Let us 
not forget that, save for the destiny 
of nations, we might be isolated to-day 
as is Russia. Had it been so we would 
have realized the foolishness of spend- 
ing money on imported goods: we 
would have realized the importance of 
‘supporting Canadian industries, we 

would have purchased mede in Can- 

ada goods—and thanked Providence 
that we had, at least to some extent, 
developed our home _§tndustries.—
